Talks will drive town business project forward 


A SERIES of key events will take 
place in the new year to progress 
plans for Oswestry to become a Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District. 

Supporters, who say having BID 
status will improve the commercial 
strength and prosperity of the town, 
say there are more than 700 busi¬ 
nesses within Oswestry - and they 
are determined to talk to them all. 


And they say a ballot is set to be 
held in October next year to find out 
if businesses support the BID initia¬ 
tive. 

If the plan wins backing through 
the ballot, businesses will pay a levy 
to create a BID company. 

The BID company then manages 
the ringed-fenced investment and 
delivers on a business plan agreed 


and specified by the businesses in the 
area to benefit the town and its firms. 
There are 255 active BIDs in the UK, 
including one in Shrewsbury, at the 
moment, with a number in develop¬ 
ment such as Oswestry. Gary Ridg- 
way, chairman of the Oswestry BID 
Working Group, who runs a small 
development and refurbishment 
company, said: “This is a great op¬ 


portunity for businesses to define a 
trading environment for themselves 
over a five-year period. 

“BID can bring real tangible busi¬ 
ness benefits and a strategic voice. 

“The working group is focussed 
and determined to bring this oppor¬ 
tunity to the entire business commu¬ 
nity in Oswestry regardless of size 
and sector for them to put themselves 


first in developing strategy that takes 
Oswestry to a new level of success.” 
Members of Oswestry BID Working 
Group are working up a range of en¬ 
gagement events. Events will take 
place from January to July as the 
group engages and listens and de¬ 
velop thinking behind the business 
plan.

EXASPERATED villagers near 
Oswestry are adopting new 
tactics in a fresh effort to put 
the brakes on speeding driv¬ 
ers. 

Villagers in Gobowen are calling for 
the region’s Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner John Campion to visit so 
he can see the need for a permanent 
speed camera on St Martins Road. 

And parish councillors in Ruyton-XI-Towns 
say they are “at their wits’ end” with the high 
speeds vehicles are travelling at through the vil¬ 
lage, so will host a visit by Ben Hamilton-Baillie, 
a leading urban designer and specialist in street 
design, to look at the problem. 

The problems of speeding in 
Gobowen have become so bad 
that frustrated motorists have 
even started to post examples of 
poor driving on Facebook. 

Grandmother Dot Basham, 
who led the successful fight for 
a zebra crossing on St Martins 
Road, said she wanted to show 
Mr Campion the danger spots. 
“We have zebra crossings in 
Gobowen that drivers speed across or ignore,” 
she said. 

“The problem of speeding on the St Martins 
Road has got worse and I am really worried 
that someone will be killed. The only answer is 
a fixed speed camera and double white lines to 
stop people overtaking.” 

Driver Kev Williams was horrified when a ve¬ 
hicle overtook him just after he moved off after 
stopping at the zebra crossing on St Martins 
Road. He posted footage on Facebook to shame 
the driver. “I hope the idiot is caught,” he said. 

Concerned residents in Ruyton-XI-Towns will 
meet Mr Hamilton-Baillie in the Parish Hall on 
Saturday at 3pm. 

Councillor Mary Drinam said the village is 
used as a “rat-run” for many wanting to avoid 
the A5 to get to Shrewsbury. 

She said: “Flashing speed signs get ignored, 
we see enormous vehicles such as animal feed 
trucks rattling through the village at horrific 
speeds. Large vehicles are not designed to go at 
those speeds.” 


AN orchestral duo is using mood-lifting mel¬ 
odies in a bid to ease treatment sessions for a 
Gobowen man who needs regular kidney dial¬ 
ysis to stay alive. 

Simon Richards, who has undergone two 
kidney transplants, faces three lots of treat¬ 
ment at Wrexham Maelor Hospital’s Glad¬ 
stone Renal Centre every week. 

The 34-year-old and his fellow patients 
have enjoyed visits by musicians from NEW 
Sinfonia, who perform a selection of favour¬ 
ites ranging from The Beatles to traditional 


Welsh tunes. Patients say the musical inter¬ 
ludes help them to keep calm and break the 
monotony of long spells linked up to blood 
exchanging dialysis machines. 

Some nurses enjoy the mini concerts so 
much that they’ve been known to sing or even 
dance along with the familiar rhythms pro¬ 
vided by violinist Robert Guy and his brother 
Jonathan, who plays the clarinet. 

Mr Richards said: “I’ve been having kidney 
problems since I was really young and been on 
regular dialysis for the past 13 years. 


“I’ve also had two kidney transplants - the 
first in 2009 and the second earlier this year - 
and unfortunately neither of them worked, so 
I have to continue with the dialysis. 

“But I try not to let my health problems in¬ 
terfere too much with my life. 

“I have to come for dialysis three times a 
week and I think the music sessions are a re¬ 
ally good idea. It relaxes me and it also helps 
to pass the time. 

“I like all kinds of music so anything they 
play is fine with me.”

Abduction alerts 
spark a warning 
from headteacher 

A WARNING has been issued to parents 
in Welshpool not to let their children 
walk to and from school alone, follow¬ 
ing recent attempted abductions in the 
Oswestry area. 

In a statement issued to parents, Jim 
Toal, headteacher at Welshpool High 
School, said: “It has come to our atten¬ 
tion that Shropshire Council has issued 
advice to parents following incidents in 
the Oswestry area two weeks ago, and 
further recent suspicious activity. 

“While no warning has been issued by 
Dyfed-Powys Police or Powys County 
Council, we wanted to share the follow¬ 
ing official information from Shropshire 
Council. 

“Further to the suspicious incidents in 
the Oswestry area before half term, there 
is an indication of further suspicious ac¬ 
tivity recently. 

“Pupils and students should be advised 
not to walk to/from school alone. Not 
walking alone is particularly relevant, in¬ 
cluding breakfast clubs, late arrivals and 
after school clubs.” 

The advice comes after police revealed 
that they were investigating the at¬ 
tempted abduction of two schoolchildren 
in Oswestry and Weston Rhyn last month. 
Last week police also confirmed a man in 
a suspicious vehicle asked a teenage girl 
if she needed a lift in Nesscliffe and an¬ 
other suspicious vehicle was reported to 
have followed a woman in Morda. 


TRAGEDY 

Body is recovered 
after police search 

A MAN’S body has been found during a 
police search. 

Officers from North Wales Police had 
been searching an area close to the A483 
at Halton roundabout north of Chirk, and 
on Tuesday afternoon confirmed they had 
found a man’s body. 

Inspector Jim Lee said: “Police at¬ 
tended near to the Halton to Chirk round¬ 
about on the A483 following a report of 
concerns for a man. Sadly, a man’s body 
has now been recovered from a river in 
the immediate area and we believe this 
to be the person we were looking for. The 
death is not being treated as suspicious.”

THE public is becoming “ex¬ 
asperated” with the Future Fit 
health shake-up over a series 
of delays, according to North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson. 

Mr Paterson said he is a supporter 
of the project but that the delays are 
frustrating for everyone concerned, 
and damaging for public confidence. 

He was speaking after it emerged that 
public consultation on Future Fit could 
be pushed back until after the Shropshire 
Council elections in May. It had originally 
been planned for December. 

The Future Fit programme will decide 
the future of the county’s two A&E depart¬ 
ments and where a new emergency centre 
will be built. 

Mr Paterson said: “Any further delay is 
exasperating. This has been dragging on 
now and I think everyone wants a clear de¬ 
cision from the clinical experts so everyone 
can get behind it and then we work with all 
those in the NHS and go to the top, right to 
ministers if necessary, to see it put through. 

“I am a strong supporter of it. If you get 
both A&Es carrying on doing 80 per cent of 
the work they do now, an emergency centre 
doing very skilled trauma stuff which is not 
happening in the county at the moment, we 
will be very much better off. I am strongly 
behind it I just want to get on with it. 

“The public want a decision and the local 
politicians need to know what the preferred 
option is so we can get behind it and get it 
financed.” 

It was confirmed at a meeting of Shrop¬ 
shire Clinical Commissioning Group last 
week that the Government is yet to say 
if funding is available for the Future Fit 
plans. 

Telford MP Lucy Allan said that she 
could not understand why funding issues 
have not been resolved. 

She said: “This potential delay is yet an¬ 
other in a long line of hold-ups and disap¬ 
pointment. Getting the finance in place for 
any major project has to be one of the first 
steps and to be faced with this problem at 
this stage is incomprehensible.” 

Daniel Kawczynski said responsibility 
needs to be taken for the “litany” of delays. 

He said: “Who is responsible for the plan¬ 
ning of this because it seems there has been 
a litany of reactions to circumstances and 
it does not appear to have been carefully 
planned out?”

A WALES shirt signed by mem¬ 
bers of the squad that reached 
the semi-finals of Euro 2016 has 
raised more than £2,000 for Hope 
House Children’s Hospice.

Works are planned for major route 


A MAIN road will face six months of 
overnight closures. 

Roads approaching Gledrid 
roundabout, near Oswestry, will be 
affected between 9pm and 6am from 
January 26 through to June 2 for 
improvement works to be carried 
out on the roundabout and nearby 
roads. 

It is believed to be part of a 
£700,000 scheme to improve the 


approaches to the roundabout from 
all directions to make the area safer. 
The roundabout carries traffic on 
two trunk roads - the A5 and the 
A483. There have long been calls to 
improve safety along the route from 
Gledrid to Ruabon. 

But concerns have also been 
raised over the level of disruption 
it will cause - as well as how effec¬ 
tive the outcome will be. Councillor 


Ian Roberts, who represents Chirk 
North on Wrexham County Bor¬ 
ough Council, said he feared what 
effect the disruption would have on 
Chirk. 

He said: “A lot of work does need 
to be done on the A483 to improve 
safety but I am worried, especially 
when that disruption will affect 
Chirk and if I’m being truthful I’m 
not entirely confident the works 


will actually help the piece of road 
where the problems are.” 

Councillor Terry Evans, who 
serves Chirk South, said: “I’ve been 
shouting out for improvements 
for a long, long time so of course 
I welcome this. They need to hap¬ 
pen sooner rather than later. It is 
a tricky one, though, because when 
works like this take place Chirk can 
get used as a bit of a rat run.” 


Sniffer dogs and knife arch 
to be used outside venues

SNIFFER dogs and a metal-detecting knife arch will be used outside 
Oswestry’s pubs and clubs to tackle drug abuse, alcohol-fuelled vio¬ 
lence and anti-social behaviour over the Christmas period. 

Sergeant Keith Steele of West Mercia Police said the initiatives will ensure 
revellers will be able to enjoy a safe night out in the town. Members of Oswest¬ 
ry’s Pubwatch group have also been provided with drug testing kits in a bid to 
stamp out drug misuse in the town. 

It comes following recent trials of the knife arch outside Gibsons nightclub in New 

—---—- Street, as well as officers out on patrol in 

the town with a sniffer dog that detects 
drugs. Sergeant Steele said the aim was to 
prevent problems arising by making sure 
knives and drugs did not find their way into 
pubs and clubs. He has also announced a 
taxi marshalling scheme will be making a 
return to Oswestry over the party season, 
following a similar project introduced in the 
town by Shropshire Council and the police 
in 2011. 

Marshals will offer assistance to custom¬ 
ers and provide a safe environment for peo¬ 
ple to wait for taxis. 

Sergeant Steele said: “The purpose of 
the knife arch is to combat the carriage of 
knives, and the same goes for drug posses¬ 
sion with the dogs. 

“I think this approach reassures the pub¬ 
lic as prevention is better than detection. 

“The trial we held the other week was ex¬ 
tremely positive, no arrests were made and 
people were extremely open and receptive, 
nobody refused to go through the arch.

Superschool 
bid moves a 
step closer 

PLANS to build a £13 million super school 
has been approved by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment. 

The plans will mean four primary schools 
in Welshpool will be replaced by a 420-pupil 
English language school and a 120-pupil 
Welsh stream school. 

Earlier this year Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s strategic outline case for the new 
Welsh-medium and new English-medium 
primary schools in the town were approved 
in principle by the Welsh Government and 
would go forward to the next stage. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, cabinet member 
for education, said: “I am delighted to an¬ 
nounce that the outline business case for 
the primary school review in Welshpool has 
been approved by the cabinet secretary for 
education and that we can now move for¬ 
ward to the full business case stage, which 
will mean preparing the site plans and de¬ 
signs for the new schools. 

“We can now move forward with work 
that will see the existing infant and junior 
schools in the town replaced by one Eng¬ 
lish-medium Church in Wales primary 
school on a site near the town’s secondary 
school and a new Welsh-medium primary 
school on the existing Ysgol Maesydre pri¬ 
mary school. The decision marks an impor¬ 
tant step for our plans to improve primary 
school provision in Welshpool with a total 
investment of around £13 million and it is 
news that I am sure will be welcomed by 
the town.” 


work at the moment is talking to as many 
businesses as possible to understand if col¬ 
laborative working to improve the commer¬ 
cial strength of Oswestry is something that 
businesses wish to progress on. 

The ballot is targeted for October, which 
has to be won on two counts, first a vote yes 
in numbers and then on a majority in total 
rateable value. The businesses are balloted 
over a 28-day period but this can only take 
place after an extensive series of consulta¬ 
tion and engagement plus the production 
and distribution of a business plan. 

Gary Ridgway, chairman of the Oswestry 
BID Working Group, said typically the levy 
charged via the non domestic rates bill 
is between one to 2.5 per cent but differs 
up and down the country. Businesses in 
Shrewsbury which has a BID status con¬ 
tribute 1.5 per cent and rules can be set to 
cap tariffs at the top and the bottom of the 
scale. 

Businesses outside the actual BID area 
can contribute voluntarily to the BID area 
to benefit and be part of the process that 
looks to increase the prosperity of the 
whole of the town. The first UK BID was 
in 2005 but BIDs have been in Canada and 
United States since the early 1970s. 

The BID Working Group hopes to illus¬ 
trate to all the businesses in Oswestry the 
benefits of collaborative working to im¬ 
prove the commercial landscape. 

The working group currently comprises 
11 volunteers from local businesses who 
have a passion and common goal in im¬ 
proving Oswestry and shaping its economic 
future. 

The businesses run and manage the BID 
company themselves through an elected 
board and set and establish principles, 
guidelines and constitution to represent 
and be inclusive of all of the businesses in 
the area.

BLAME the Kiwi accent. What¬ 
ever local TV and radio reporters 
may tell us, no survivors of the 
New Zealand earthquake have 
been ear-lifted to safety. 

MARK Woods took his sick old 
dog Walnut for one final walk on 
the beach at Newquay before 
taking him to the vet to be put 
down. Mark, whose 18-year-old 
whippet was paralysed after a 
series of strokes, says he was 
amazed that hundreds of peo¬ 
ple and their dogs responded to 
his Facebook message and took 
part in this last act. He should 
not be so surprised. 

The bond between man and 
dog goes back thousands of 
years and there is no partner¬ 
ship quite like it between any 
other species on this planet. It 
began with us feeding them and 
them helping with our hunting. It 
evolved into the deepest affec¬ 
tion. 

I know an old man whose be¬ 
loved labrador died four years 
ago. Every night as he goes up¬ 
stairs to bed he still says “Good 
night, Charlie” to the dog he 
shared his life with. 

AS a keen observer of wild¬ 
life, let me tell you what would 
happen in a real-life version of 
the John Lewis Christmas TV 
advert which shows creatures 
happily bouncing on a trampo¬ 
line. The foxes would eat the 
squirrels. The badgers would 
eat the hedgehogs. The badg¬ 
ers would then chase the fox¬ 
es off the trampoline and mark 
their territory by pooing all over 
it. The family’s boxer dog, smell¬ 
ing the badger dung, would then 
mark the place by peeing on it. 
By daybreak the much-awaited 
Xmas present would look like a 
cross between an abattoir and a 
sewage works, and you wouldn’t 
let your kids anywhere near it. 

ONCE again, as with the Scot¬ 
tish and EU referendums, the 
Trump pollsters got it wrong. The 
same factor seems to be at work 
whether in England, Scotland or 
America.

Eisteddfod invite words 
still hit the right note 


words which launched the 
Llangollen international 
Music Festival still ring 
true, reports SUE AUSTIN 

THE original invitation which 
launched the Llangollen Inter¬ 
national Music Eisteddfod 70 
years ago is inspiring a new 
generation. 

The invite from 1947 came to light 
as the event organisers began the 
task of preparing for the 70th anni¬ 
versary festival which will take place 
between July 4 and 9 next year. 

Eisteddfod founder WS Gwynn Wil¬ 
liams called on choirs from across the 
world to “join those of Wales in three 
choral competitions to be held at an in¬ 
ternational musical eisteddfod from June 
11-15, 1947. 

“The competition will take place at 
Llangollen, heart of what has been de¬ 
scribed as ‘some of the loveliest brook 
and glen scenery in the world,’ within 
five hours’ train journey from London,” 
he wrote. 

It was mailed out and distributed by 
the British Council to post-war Europe. 

Sian Eagar, the eisteddfod’s opera¬ 
tions manager, said staff were exploring 
the archives in preparation for the 70th 
anniversary. 

She said: “Over 70 years we have ac¬ 
cumulated so much material, from doc¬ 
uments to recordings and from letters to 
some rather bizarre musical instruments 
so our archives are a real treasure trove 
of a wonderful history of the event. 

“It was special to find these words that 
WS Gwynn Williams wrote back then and 
while the elegant language is very much 
of the time and a reminder of a bygone 
age, the principles are timeless and are 
just as relevant today as they were then.”

That first eisteddfod attracted choirs 
from Hungary, Portugal, Spain, Italy, 
Denmark and Holland, as well as from 
Wales and England. 

Since then they have travelled from 
across the world to compete. 

The 1947 words from WS Gwynn 
Williams went on: “Llangollen believes 
that in the age of atom and rocket 
bombs, which ignore national bound¬ 
aries in their capacity for destruction 
and death, peace demands a boldness 
equal to that shown in war. 

“Though this expression of a small 
mountain town’s boldness for peace

may be far less spectacular than a 
deed of war, it is at least constructive, 
opening a door, maybe a narrow one, 
through which men and women of 
many lands may meet freely in friend¬ 
ship stimulated by their mutual love of 
music-making. ” 

Eisteddfod chairman Rhys Davies 
said: “We’re very much looking forward 
to welcoming the world once again. 

“We’re very much encouraged by 
the increase in the number of overseas 
groups, choirs and dance troupes, who 
made the trip last year. 

“Llangollen remains a wonderful, 


colourful and remarkable event, almost 
entirely run by volunteers. 

“It still manages to attract entries 
from all over the world to its competi¬ 
tions and international stars to perform 
at its concerts.” Groups have to raise 
large sums of money to make the trip. 

Last year a choir from Zimbabwe ran 
all kinds of fundraising concerts and 
events, including selling homemade 
lemonade.

Amazingly, Donald Trump 
won, and has been elected to be 
the 45th President of the United 
States and Commander-in-Chief 
of the most powerful armed forc¬ 
es the world has ever seen.

There are two issues of par¬ 
ticular concern to Britain, NATO 
and trade. 

On NATO, I have some sym¬ 
pathy with the Trump position. 
If European countries are not 
prepared to pay a fair share for 
defence, why should the US pay 
up? 

The UK pays the NATO target 
of two per cent of GDP on de¬ 
fence, but no other EU country 
has (except perhaps Poland). 

The first duty of any Govern¬ 
ment through the ages, from 
when cavemen came together in 
mutual protection, is to defend 
subjects from external attack. 
Trump tells the EU it’s time to pull 
its weight. He’s right. 

Perhaps the policy area of 
most concern to the UK is free 
trade. 

We must hope and pray that 
the new President will not turn 
his back on free trade, by impos¬ 
ing import tariffs, which in turn 
will lead to retaliatory tariffs. 

Trade creates jobs, across the 
world. We must give President 
Trump a chance. 

It may well create trade oppor¬ 
tunities for a UK, outside the EU.

Benefits of growth have been absorbed 


IF a small business makes an annual profit 
of £20,000 and is owned by two equal part¬ 
ners, each partner will receive £10,000. 

If that small business takes in a third 
equal partner with a view to increasing its 
turnover, and as a result the annual profit 
increases to £24,000, we can claim that it 
has successfully increased in size by 20 per 
cent. 

Doubles all round! (except that each 
equal partner now only receives £8,000 per 
annum - in addition to which some of the 
partners are a lot more equal than others). 

This is in simplified terms what has been 
happening in this country over the last two 


decades. Our economy has certainly grown 
(largely by borrowing - often to meet the 
repayments of previous borrowing) but the 
increasing number of partners has, through 
uncontrolled immigration, absorbed any 
benefits from the growth of the economy. It 
is vital, therefore, if we are to avoid the ben¬ 
efits of Greek-style economic development, 
that whatever it costs we control our bor¬ 
ders. This does not mean prohibiting im¬ 
migration from abroad. We have benefited 
tremendously from Japanese management 
and computer skills in our car industry, 
and Polish building skills in our construc¬ 
tion industry, to take just two examples, 


and there must be few people in this coun¬ 
try who begrudge what we have paid for 
them. But who comes in must be decided 
by our elected government representatives, 
and not by some Kafkaesque bureaucracy 
in Brussels that is completely out of touch 
with the traditions and aspirations of the 
people already in this country. 

It is true that our economy may be in for 
a bumpy ride over the next year or so, but 
we have weathered those before under Wil¬ 
son, Thatcher and Major and come through 
unscathed.

Because the current test for TB measures 
the antibody level, not the bacteria. There¬ 
fore a vaccinated animal cannot be distin¬ 
guished from a healthy animal.

Management 
is the answer 
to problems, 
not a big cull 

AHH, there it is: the “don’t know about 
bovine TB but we should kill badgers any¬ 
way” line. The cull remains a policy looking 
for problems to justify it. 

This time the badger is blamed for loss 
of bees (causes: varoa and colony collapse 
linked to agri chemicals), curlews (causes: 
habitat loss, including in areas with few or 
no badgers), voles (population still good and 
high in areas of unimproved grassland), 
and hedgehogs (causes: loss of habitat and 
access to food, e.g. disconnected gardens, 
thick based hedges, and woodlands; oh and 
slug pellet use). Badgers, curlews, voles and 
hedgehogs have happily co-existed for mil¬ 
lennia - long after the badger’s last preda¬ 
tor was killed in the early 16th century and 
a few hundred years before the human pop¬ 
ulation was big enough to have any effect 
on the numbers of any of these. Desperate 
farmers should look at the experience in 
Wales - no culling just falling bovine TB in¬ 
stead (good biosecurity). On well managed 
land lots of species thrive, including badg¬ 
ers, without culling. But land managed in 
the post war tradition in the south east, has 
few badger, few hedgehog, few most things 
and - again - not the fault of the badger. 
But the fault of intensive land use, too little 
habitat and too little food for wildlife. Let’s 
stop inventing excuses for the cull. Instead 
let’s tackle bovine TB with the measures 
proven in Wales, and tackle wildlife losses 
with the measures proven all over the coun¬ 
try by responsible land owners.

Action needed 
on this disease 

IN September 1953 the first cases of myxo¬ 
matosis were seen in the UK. It’s time the 
torture stopped. 

Myxomatosis is a man-made disease to 
control the rabbit population, man should 
now assume responsibility for the appall¬ 
ing suffering he has caused, and alternative 
control methods should be funded. 

It is absolutely unacceptable in terms of 
the amount of torture and distress it forces 
on these animals before they die.There 
seems to be an acceptance of its existence 
and of its impact on wild rabbits especially. 

Due to the large majority of rabbits 
catching it and being out of sight, we’ve 
come to ignore it and accept it. Any disease 
which blinds its victim in the first few days, 
blocks its nose so it can’t breathe, forces it 
to breathe through its mouth so it can’t eat 
and then lasts up to and over 14 days so 
the infection can spread even further is not 
acceptable. 

If a domestic pet were to suffer in this 
way the owner would be prosecuted, there 
is no division where pain is concerned. 

It is only by becoming a large group of 
people that pressure may be applied to 
the necessary authorities to do something 
about the disease,and it is with this in 
mind that I urge people to give their sig¬ 
natures, visit: petition.parliament.uk/peti-

Councillors 
fall foul of 
tax payment 
regulations 

A TOTAL of seven councillors cover¬ 
ing Shropshire and Mid Wales have 
been sent letters for not paying coun¬ 
cil tax. 

An investigation has revealed that 
four Shropshire councillors, two Tel¬ 
ford & Wrekin councillors and one 
Powys county councillor have been 
sent letters after being late in paying 
their council tax. 

Under Section 106 of the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Finance Act 1992, a council¬ 
lor whose council tax payments are 
two months overdue must disclose 
that information and refrain from 
voting where specified matters con¬ 
cerning budget requirements, council 
tax amounts or precepts are consid¬ 
ered. Claire Porter, Head of Legal 
and Democratic Services for Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said: “We are extremely 
fortunate to have many excellent and 
committed councillors representing 
the people of Shropshire. Our council¬ 
lors often juggle home and work life 
around their commitment to being a 
councillor and we are fortunate that 
they have the inclination to do such 
difficult and often demanding work. 

“Although we cannot comment on 
specific councillors’ positions, it is 
worth noting that a councillor could 
not undertake their work properly if 
they were not compliant with their 
council tax.” Telford & Wrekin Coun¬ 
cil confirmed letters had been sent to 
two councillors but declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, deputy 
leader of Powys County Council, 
said: “Council tax supports essential 
services for residents and we take its 
collection extremely seriously. Coun¬ 
cillors are not treated any differently 
to anyone else and they must ensure 
that their council tax payments are 
up-to-date.” 


Boss says council cuts 
are 'simply horrendous'

THE challenge of finding a fur¬ 
ther £70 million of savings by 
2020 has been described as 
“simply horrendous” by Powys 
County Council’s deputy leader. 

Councillor Wynne Jones has painted 
a bleak picture of councils providing 
services in the future. 

He said: “Powys County Council has 
achieved over £60 million of savings against 
a target of £83 million by 2019 and the 
prospect of having to find a further £60-70 
million of savings over the next few years 
is simply horrendous. The council’s current 
net budget of £240 million with three areas 
accounting for more than 70 per cent of our 
spend - adult social care service, which has 
the fastest growing demand, has a budget 
of £56 million, children’s services, a highly 
sensitive area, has a budget of £16 million 
and education, an area where change has 
proved difficult to achieve due to opposi¬ 
tion, has a budget of £100 million. 

“That gives around £68 million to fund 
everything else and the additional savings 
will impact on all areas of the council. 

“The future funding outlook is quite sim¬ 
ply horrendous, but we can’t ignore it and 
have to change our planning from one that 
assumed that austerity cuts would finish in 
2020, to a much more challenging situation. 

“A recent report on funding for Welsh 
Councils by the Institute of Fiscal Studies 
warned that we could be facing year on year 
austerity driven funding cuts for the next 
11 years.” 

The miserable picture comes after Coun¬ 
cillor Jones represented the authority at 
the Welsh Local Government Association 
Annual Conference in Cardiff.

End of life 
project will 
be extended 

A PILOT aimed at improving end of 
life care for patients will be extended 
to cover the whole of Shropshire, it 
has been revealed. 

More than 100 patients benefitted 
from the end of life care project dur¬ 
ing the initial 2015 pilot in Oswestry 
and south west Shropshire, according 
to health bosses. 

Jointly funded by Shropshire CCG 
and Severn Hospice, the end of life 
project has already helped more pa¬ 
tients to die in their chosen place, 
with 83 per cent of patients able to 
avoid a hospital admission. 

Becky Richardson, matron for com¬ 
munity services at Severn Hospice, 
said: “As a former district nurse I reg¬ 
ularly saw patients admitted to hospi¬ 
tal, when they would have preferred 
to have died at home surrounded by 
their family. 

“This could have been avoided if 
there was greater support at home for 
patients, with the patient’s services 
working together to coordinate their 
care. 

“The end of life project has helped 
us transform services, with every pa¬ 
tient having an end of life care plan 
in place.”

‘NOt Spots' tO 
be tackled in 
£l2m scheme 

BROADBAND “not spots” across Shrop¬ 
shire will be tackled in a £12 milli on 
scheme to connect more than 16,000 
properties. 

A superfast connection will be supplied 
to areas where commercial companies re¬ 
fuse to deliver. 

That brings hope to people living in 
more isolated rural areas that currently 
suffer from very poor internet connection. 
The plan is ‘Phase 2b’ of the Connecting 
Shropshire broadband programme. 

The authority is inviting companies to 
bid for the contract to supply the connec¬ 
tions, which are predicted to help 13,259 
homes in the east of the county, and 
2,756 in the west. 

Steve Charmley, deputy leader of 
Shropshire Council and cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for broadband, said 
the move would be a huge boost for the 
county, while Graham Wynn, chairman 
of the Marches Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship, said the move is crucial for helping 
Shropshire’s businesses grow. 

Councillor Charmley said: “As we near 
the end of Phase 1, we’ve already pro¬ 
vided more than 55,000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses with access to better broadband. 
At the same time as gearing up to deliver 
our Phase 2, I’m thrilled to be starting 
the procurement for the next phase of 
work. We’re eager to close all of our gaps 
and particularly want solutions that pri¬ 
oritise coverage for premises on the slow¬ 
est speeds.” 

Mr Wynn, said: “Fast data connections 
are crucial for residents and businesses 
now, whoever and wherever they are. It’s 
important to note that, as part of this 
procurement, bidders are asked to offer 
network solutions that prioritise prem¬ 
ises registered for business rates.”

Council team improves 
remote recreational trail

IMPROVEMENT works to one of 
the most spectacular and remote 
walks in Powys are being carried 
out by county council officers. 

The work has been carried out on 
Pererindod Melangell, one of the rec¬ 
reational trails managed by the coun¬ 
cil’s Countryside Services team. 

Over the last 18 months, the team has 
been working to improve the route with 
new signposting and waymarking in the 
Dyfnant Forest, where Pererindod Mel¬ 
angell shares the route with Glyndwr’s 
Way. A new upgraded footbridge has been 
installed to replace the previous one dam¬ 
aged by flooding. 

More work is continuing in the autumn 
on other parts of the route north of Lake 
Vyrnwy to help walkers follows the trail 
with confidence and enjoy the experience. 

The waymarks that have been installed 
reflect Melangell, which Pennant Melangell 
is dedicated to. In legend, she is said to have 
protected a hunted hare and that is why 
Melangell and the hare appear on the dis¬ 
tinctive waymarks. 

Cllr John Powell, cabinet member for 
Countryside Services, said: “Powys has a 
rich and diverse landscape which can be 
enjoyed by walking on one of our trails. 

“The Pererindod Melangell recreational 
trail is a spectacular trail that offers stun¬ 
ning landscapes rich in history and where 
you will travel old routes that have been 
used for centuries. 

“You will also see the remains of old in¬ 
dustry and cross uplands on the edge of the 
Berwyns that run unbroken into the next 
counties. 

“This trail is enjoyed by walkers so it 
is important that we maintain our trails 
so people are able to access and enjoy our 
beautiful countryside.”

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House firm 
looking to 
track down 
old brickies 

A LEADING regional builder has 
launched an appeal to find any 
Oswestry bricklayers who may have 
worked on a former ceramics factory 
in Stoke-on-Trent in the 1980s after 
uncovering unusual commemorative 
stones on the site. 

Persimmon Homes West Midlands 
is currently demolishing the former 
Dyson Industries factory, in Shelton 
New Road, to make way for more than 
130 homes. 

Demolition work is well under way 
and it could take up to four months 
to clear the site. However, during the 
works, unusual memorial stones have 
been discovered and Persimmon is 
keen to solve the mystery. 

There are several brown stones 
with the words Harts Hill on them 
and the image of a hand. However, 
on the back of the stones, there are 
white discs which have been signed, 
presumably by the builders who were 
working on the site around 30 years 
ago. One says P Beech Dec 17th 1986 
To All The Bricklayers while another 
is signed Dec 1986 D F Cotterell. 

Stephen Cleveley, sales director for 
Persimmon Homes West Midlands, 
said: “We have found several of these 
memorial stones on the site and we 
are keen to find anyone who worked 
on the factory so that we can unlock 
the mystery of why they were put 
there. 

“The development is in an his¬ 
toric part of the city and the factory 
has played a major role in the town’s 
past. We would like to mark that by 
incorporating one of these Hartshill 
memorial stones in the development. 

“Ideally, we would like to find one 
of the bricklayers so that they can 
relay the stone in our new develop¬ 
ment and keep an important link with 
the past.”

Car parking 
charges may 
be reviewed 

PLANS to introduce new car parking 
charges in Mid Wales should be reconsid¬ 
ered, it has been claimed. 

A scrutiny committee of Powys County 
Council wants a decision to introduce car 
parking charges in 11 car parks, initially 
taken in September 2015 and subject of a 
cabinet decision last month, to be called 
in. Committee chairman Councillor Kel- 
vyn Curry said: “It was a unanimous deci¬ 
sion of the committee that the full council 
should have the opportunity to consider 
the matter and that the hastily produced 
Impact Assessment, was not adequate.” 

Councillor John Brunt, the council’s 
portfolio holder for highways, said: “The 
decision to consider a Traffic Regulation 
Order to implement control and charges 
within the 11 car parks was taken in Sep¬ 
tember 2015. 

“The consultation took place between 
the March 4 and 25 and all town or 
community councils, county councillors 
representing the areas where the 11 car 
parks are located were consulted along 
with other statutory consultees such as 
the police. 

“Whilst the decision to consider the 
order and the consultation were both 
undertaken prior to the Wellbeing of Fu¬ 
ture Generations (Wales) Act 2015 com¬ 
ing into force on the April 1, an impact 
assessment has been now been prepared 
which covers the requirement of the Act. 

“Following the scrutiny committee 
meetings comments last week, the impact 
assessment will be further reviewed and 
also submitted to cabinet for considera¬ 
tion. In due course, I will then consider 
all matters including the impact assess¬ 
ment. 

“This is part of a policy of fairness and 
equality across Powys.” 

Consultation 
is set to close 

CONSULTATION on changes to a plan 
that guides the scale and location of new 
development in Powys will close next 
week. 

Public consultation on Further Fo¬ 
cussed Changes (FFCs) within the Local 
Development Plan (LDP), which was 
approved by the Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet in September, will close on 
Monday. 

The LDP will guide the scale and loca¬ 
tion of new development in the county, 
excluding the Brecon Beacons National 
Park, up until 2026. 

The FFCs relate to housing viability, 
delivery of housing numbers and gypsy 
and traveller accommodation. Renewable 
energy, including local search areas that 
have been identified for solar and wind 
energy, is also subject to the FFCs. 

Cllr Avril York, cabinet member for 
planning and regeneration, said: “Ear¬ 
lier this year, we were given a six-month 
extension by the Welsh Government-ap¬ 
pointed inspector so that additional work 
can be carried out. 

“The Further Focussed Changes are 
part of this work.” 

The councillor added: “A great deal of 
good work has taken place in develop¬ 
ing our local development plan and this 
further activity will strengthen it for the 
future.”

Festive collection 
details revealed 

RECYCLING and refuse collections 
for Powys households will take place 
one day later during Christmas and 
the New Year, the county council has 
confirmed. 

Powys County Council wants house¬ 
holders to be aware of the changes 
during the festive period and is also 
encouraging residents to reduce, reuse 
and recycle as much of their household 
waste as possible. Cllr John Powell, 
cabinet member for environment and 
sustainability, said: “Christmas is one 
of the most joyous times of the year 
but it can also generate a lot of waste. 
It is important that households recycle 
as much as they can over this period 
so they don’t run out of space in their 
black wheeled bin or purple sacks. 

“Our latest recycling figures show 
that the county recycled over 3,800 
tonnes of material in September, an 
impressive 66 per cent of all material 
and well above the county’s statutory 
target of 58 per cent of material being 
recycled during the year.” 


A CARE worker who leads 
by example has captured a 
prestigious gold award. 

Gina Ashby from Guilsfield was 
among the top prizewinners at 
this year’s Wales Care Awards, 
known as the social care Oscars. 

The ceremony took place at City 
Hall, Cardiff, and the MC for the 
evening was opera singer Wynne 
Evans, also known as Compario from 
the TV adverts for Go Compare. 

The awards are organised by Care 
Forum Wales to recognise good prac¬ 
tice in the care sector and Gina, who 
is a care assistant at the Rhallt Care 
Home in Welshpool, won gold in the 
category for residential care practi¬ 
tioner. 

“It was a lovely evening and all the 
nominees were great,” she said. 

Originally from Llanfair Caereinion, 
Gina has worked with young and old 
residents in various local care homes 
for 20 years, moving to The Rhallt 
three years ago. 

She works in the Memory Lane 
Community, which accommodates 42 
people with advanced dementia. 

“I had been interested in dementia 
care for a while and so was glad when 
this job became available,” she said. 

Gina was nominated for the award 
by Nick Oulton, the home’s general 
manager, who said that from day one 
she showed a natural empathy and 
understanding of the needs of those in 
her care. 

“Always cheerful and upbeat, she 
gives 100 per cent of herself at all 
times,” he said. 

“ She leads by example and is never 
afraid to speak out on behalf of the 
residents, ahcThas undertaken a num¬ 
ber of courses to broaden her knowl¬ 
edge in the field.” 

“Many of the younger care staff go 
to her with their problems, and no 
matter what her difficulties are she 
will always find time for them,” said 
Nick. 


“She can even get the most reluc¬ 
tant resident to eat and the most chal¬ 
lenging residents to bathe and dress 
with what seems to be little effort.” 

Gina, 44, demonstrated her care 
and compassion in a different way 
recently when a colleague was taken 
seriously ill. 


The woman, who is Hungarian and 
has no relatives in this country, was 
on a life support machine in hospital 
and although Gina hardly knew her 
she took it upon herself to befriend 
her. 

She visited her colleague regularly 
in hospital, liaising with her brother 


in Hungary and even cared for her be¬ 
loved cat, even though that involved a 
19-mile round trip to ensure it was fed 
and watered. 

In addition, she liaised with the 
medical team and supported the 
woman in her recovery when she re¬ 
turned home. 


Funding will 
help improve 
health system 

FUNDING from a £1.5 million pro¬ 
gramme will help make improve¬ 
ments to the health services in Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales, it has been 
revealed. 

Shropdoc and the Powys Teaching 
Health Board have been selected by 
the Health Foundation to be part of 
its ‘Innovating for Improvement’ pro¬ 
gramme. 

The £75,000 funding will be used to 
support a new project, based in rural 
Wales and Shropshire, that uses new 
technology. 

The project aims to increase access 
to doctor’s services for the rural pop¬ 
ulations, reduce referrals to hospitals 
and improve patient experience. 

Joanne Harding, director of trans¬ 
formation at Shropshire Doctors, said: 
“Shropdoc is delighted to be working 
in partnership with Powys Teaching 
Health Board to deliver improved care 
for patients using innovative ways of 
working that includes greater use of 
technology. 

“This is an exciting opportunity to 
build on existing work but more im¬ 
portantly to continue to improve and 
share what we do through a collabora¬ 
tive approach and it is wonderful that 
the Health Foundation recognise and 
support the approach through this 
funding award. 

“We are particularly pleased to be 
able to include colleagues from the 
Veterans Health Administration on 
the project team who can offer addi¬ 
tional expertise that will ultimately 
benefit patients across Shropshire 
and Powys. 

“This is really is a ‘team approach’ 
to better healthcare provision.” 

Among the work the funding will 
support will be the evaluation of ur¬ 
gent care practitioners who are work¬ 
ing on clinical assessment of patients 
over the telephone, and working with 
other health professionals such as 
GPs to access the most appropriate 
care for patients. 

This then means the patient is 
sign posted to the right area of care 
quicker.The programme will run for 
15 months.

This beautiful little bird 
is rather tricky to spot 
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Goldcrest - a pen and ink drawing - by Ben Waddams 


THE world of science is an ever 
evolving field, punctuated with 
small and large discoveries 
which further our understanding 
of the world in and around us. 

Some memorable milestones have in¬ 
cluded The Copernican System, gravi¬ 
ty, electricity, evolution and DNA. The 
smaller discoveries have also allowed 
us, today, to stand on the shoulders of 
giants. But some it must be admitted, 
are rather amusing. 

One of my favourite errors in British sci¬ 
entific thinking came when early ornitholo¬ 
gists were baffled by the size of a tiny bird. 

This animal was so minute that they 
couldn’t see how it could possibly fly long 
distances. And the golden-crested wren 
appeared in large numbers at this time of 
the year, seemingly having migrated from 
Scandinavia. 

Surely a bird as small as this was unable 
to cross the North Sea unaided. The answer 
was forthcoming - in mind only. It was se¬ 
riously thought that they rode on the backs 
of migratory woodcock or short-eared owls. 

Now known not as a wren but as a 
kinglet, the goldcrest still retained its old 
country name of ‘the woodcock pilot’ until 
relatively recently. 

Yet indeed this 5g bird does make the per¬ 
ilous crossing each autumn to arrive on our 
shores along with the fieldfares, waxwings, 
redwings, swans and geese to mention a 
few. 

However ‘our’ goldcrests are a little dif¬ 
ferent to their continental cousins. The 
ones that nest in Shropshire and the rest of 
Britain are almost entirely sedentary, sel¬ 
dom moving far from where they hatched. If 
you are lucky enough to have one or two in 
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WILDSIDE 
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your garden during the summer months (ie 
non-migratory birds) then you can be fairly 
certain they are there to stay. 

They are almost exclusively insectivo¬ 
rous, with spiders forming an important 
part of the diet. At this time of the year, de¬ 
spite it being fairly mild, they must search 
for food all day long and favour the leaves 
and needles of conifers, where their prey 
can still be found. 

Their feeding habits are peculiar as they 
are quite adept at hovering. Typically if you 
see one doing this, which you will if you 
watch them long enough, then they have 
probably found a spider’s web and are look¬ 
ing for the architect. 

Although they are tiny, they can be seen 
relatively easily, especially in evergreens at 
this time of year and the male’s surprising 
loud but high-frequency song frequently re¬ 
veals his presence. The song can be heard 
from late winter until well into the sum¬ 
mer yet many people of senior years find it 
impossible to hear. If you think the adults 
are tiny, then bear in mind how minute 
the young must be. A goldcrest’s nest is 
a thing of beauty and like the long tailed 
tit’s construction we mentioned a couple of 
weeks ago, it is made of lichens, cobwebs, 
moss and hair. The cup-shaped nest is usu¬ 
ally suspended in twigs near the end of a 
conifer branch and can be picked out from 
below if you’re patient - and eagle-eyed! A 
typical clutch is nine to 11 eggs that take 
16 days to incubate. Most pairs will try and 
rear two overlapping broods each spring, 


with the female starting the second clutch 
before her first brood have fledged. This 
obviously makes the feeding and rearing of 
her young impossible, so the male steps in 
and assumes responsibly for the first brood 
as soon as his mate starts to incubate the 


second. The goldcrest; a fascinating and 
beautiful little bird, if a touch tricky to see! 
Very best of luck in finding one.

inspectors give 23 
praise to work 
of police force 

WEST Mercia Police is effectively reducing crime and 
keeping people safe - according to inspectors. 

Police and Crime Commissioner John Campion has wel¬ 
comed a report by HMIC, which shows the force is work¬ 
ing efficiently. The criminal justice inspectorate found the 
force has a “comprehensive understanding of its current 
and likely future demand”. 

In its report, it said the force is adapting to provide the 
best service for victims, is using its resources to meet the 
greatest areas of need, is more efficient and is making long¬ 
term investments in technology and working with other 
groups. 

John Campion said “I am pleased that this inspection 
echoes the good work, I have seen. 

“It is reassuring to see the force is adapting, not just to 
meet demand, but to provide a level of service that victims 
should expect. 

“I promised to ensure a police force which puts victims 
first and this report shows that is what is being delivered. 

“I expect to see the force build on this foundation now 
because it is clear that it can become more effective and 
more efficient. 

“I will make sure those improvements are made on be¬ 
half of our local communities.” 

A major technological change being pushed for is body- 
worn video cameras, which Mr Campion wants to see 
brought in as soon as possible. 

He has also encouraged the force to launch a new web¬ 
site, to make it more user-friendly. 

Mr Campion said he has also been reassured that im¬ 
provements are being made to the 101 and emergency 999 
services. 

He recently met the Chief Constable Anthony Bangham 
to discuss West Mercia Police’s phone services following a 
fall in performance. 

He says he was pleased to hear that performance is im¬ 
proving and the force is working hard to resolve issues as 
quickly as possible. 

A number of immediate improvements include the dele¬ 
gation of non-urgent tasks to other departments, increased 
supervision and training and ongoing recruitment of staff. 

Mr Campion said long-term changes to technology as 
part of a project to build a new Operations Communica¬ 
tions Centre will bring further improvements. 

He added: “Our communities need to be able to contact 
the police when they need their help. Feedback I’ve had 
from our communities has been clear that these services 
have not been meeting their needs.”

Police operation 
targets criminals

SERVING the public seems 
to be in the blood of Oswest¬ 
ry’s mayor after a family his¬ 
tory event unveiled some in¬ 
teresting ancestry antics. 

Mayor Paul Milner was one of 
four volunteers who were the sub¬ 
jects of a Who Are You Anyway 
event staged by Oswestry Family 
and Local History Group. 

Run along similar lines to the popu¬ 
lar TV series Who Do You Think You 
Are, the event at Oswestry Library 
unveiled some fascinating family his¬ 
tory as well as one or two little known 
facts. 

The mayor learned one of his rel¬ 
atives was given an Order of the 
Knights of the Road award for kind¬ 
ness to other motorists while another 
was a police officer who stopped a vi¬ 
cious knife fight, saving a man’s life. 

Pam Willing, from the family his¬ 
tory group, told the audience at the 
library it was clear from the mayor’s 
ancestry that public service and help¬ 
ing the community ran in his blood. 

The Order of the Knights of the 
Road programme was an award 
scheme sponsored by the News of the 
World newspaper to encourage higher 
standards of courteous behaviour 
amongst motorists. 

The scheme ran during the mid- 
1960s and awards were presented to 
motorists for outstanding acts of kind¬ 
ness or Good Samaritan deeds to other 
road users. 

Since he joined Oswestry Town 
Council, the mayor has been deter¬ 
mined to back the community. 

He has been a leading light in fight¬ 
ing plans which could see the closure 
of the A&E department at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital, a facility used 
by many people in the Oswestry area. 

The mayor has organised a petition 
calling for the A&E department to re¬ 
main at the hospital and his petition 
has been signed by thousands of peo¬ 


ple. He recently handed over the peti¬ 
tion to health bosses. 

As well as the health fight, the 
mayor has been involved in various 
other community activities and pro¬ 
grammes 

Councillor Milner was one of four 
people with links to Oswestry who 
had their family history explored at 
the event at the library on Tuesday 
evening last week, held to raise money 
for library equipment. 

Library staff member Julie John¬ 
son, who knew she had family links to 
London, also found her ancestry could 


be traced to Yorkshire and Scotland, 
with some of her relatives involved in 
the book industry in some way. 

Editor of the Oswestry Advertizer 
Colin Channon discovered he had 
strong naval links and that one of his 
ancestors served on the Royal Yacht at 
the turn of the 20th century. 

Associate Editor of the Oswestry 
and Border Chronicle Iain St John 
was told that while some of his fam¬ 
ily history could be found deep in the 
Scottish coalfields another ancestor 
could be traced to France during the 
Huguenot period. 


He said: “The family history 
evening was eye-opening for all of us 
and it was obvious a lot of hard work 
had been done on the research. 

“Knowing our mayor well and 
knowing how hard he works for the 
town, it comes as no surprise that 
public service seems to run in Paul’s 
blood.” 

Money raised from the event will 
go towards a fund to buy a new mi- 
crofilm/fiche scanner for the library 
which holds a variety of local records. 

The scanner will help people re¬ 
search their family trees. 


Progress is 
being made 
on sepsis care 

A GROUNDBREAKING way of 
treating people with sepsis has made 
the leap across the Atlantic and is 
now being used in Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust has been working to im¬ 
prove care for patients who suffer 
sepsis. 

It has been using techniques learnt 
from the Virginia Mason Institute in 
Seattle, as part of a five-year partner¬ 
ship. The hospital was recently named 
the USA’s hospital of the decade. 

Sepsis is a form of infection that 
can be triggered by a minor injury 
but that can spread quickly and lead 
to death or bring on life changing 
symptoms. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford trust 
has launched a short video that high¬ 
lights the improvement work and 
demonstrates the importance of rec¬ 
ognising and treating sepsis quickly. 

Since making the commitment to 
improve care for patients presenting 
with sepsis, SaTH has held two week- 
long workshops that focus on making 
small but significant and sustainable 
improvements. 

It has ensured staff that all the 
equipment they need to tackle sepsis 
in a patient is close at hand, using a 
life-saving ‘bundle’ that is ready to 
use and can ensure treatment is given 
in less than one hour, which evidence 
shows increases survival rates. 

The results have only been achieved 
on a relatively small number of pa¬ 
tients to date, all on the surgical 
assessment unit at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital, but the trust plans to 
continue testing the changes by meas¬ 
uring results on a monthly basis. 

Sister Andrea Walton from the hos¬ 
pital said: “By taking a blood trolley 
and converting it into a sepsis trolley, 
that not only had everything needed 
to deliver the bundle but also came 
with a folder that clearly outlined 
with visuals exactly where everything 
was kept, we stopped staff from hav¬ 
ing to walk around the ward looking 
for equipment and various other 
parts.”

Clown calls are 
made to police

MORE than 70 police reports 
were made about clowns in 
the region in the space of a 
month, figures have revealed. 

West Mercia Police handled 
a total of 77 reports related to 
clowns in the last four weeks. 

However, the force said it wanted to 
make clear that the figures relate to 
calls that mentioned the word ‘clown’ 
and were not specifically linked to the 
scary clown craze. 

The trend, which originally took 
hold in America, has recently crossed 
the Atlantic and seen pranksters 
across Britain dressing up as clowns 
to scare people. 

Incidents dealt with included a 
17-year-old girl who was arrested after 
jumping in front of a car last month 
while wearing a white clown suit. 

She was given a police caution for 
her behaviour, in Hills Lane Drive, 
Madeley. In Oswestry a clown was 
spotted lurking in an alley in Upper 
Church Street, near the town’s The 
Marches School, there were also re¬ 
ports of one near Grove School in 
Drayton and another of a clown chas¬ 
ing people in Muxton, Telford. 

The force said: “West Mercia Police 
has received 44 calls in Shropshire and 
33 calls in the Telford area that have 
mentioned the word ‘clown’ between 
October 4 and November 4. 

“A large number of these calls have 
been reports of people seeing pictures 
of clowns on social media sites such 
as Facebook and one report refers to 
someone as being ‘the class clown’.” 

Shrewsbury Safer Neighbourhood 
Inspector Ed Hancox said: “We have 
been asking people to behave respon¬ 
sibly and consider the impact their 
actions could have on vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of the community.”

Stylish tale of grief 


Arrival looks at how our continued squabbles with fellow humans could harm a potential first contact with alien life

PLANET Earth seems huge - a 
polluted rock cluttered with 
billions of competing lifeforms 
whose paths rarely intersect. 

As our world turns, we rarely look past 
national borders, let alone tilt our heads to 
the stars and contemplate how insignificant 
we are in the vast expanse of space. 

To me, it’s inconceivable that of all the 
planets we can see with the most powerful 
telescopes or probes, and the millions 
that will remain forever hidden, only our 
astronomical home is capable of sustaining 
intelligent life. The greater surprise, surely, 
would be that we are alone. 

Based on a short story by Ted Chiang, 
Arrival is contemplative science-fiction dra¬ 
ma, which imagines mankind’s shambolic 
reaction to first contact with an otherworldly 
race, and the dangerous fractures that 
would appear as nations disagree over the 
best course of action. 

Extinction 

If governments can’t cooperate over the 
environment, finance and immigration, what 
hope is there when we collectively face a 
possible extinction event? 

Director Denis Villeneuve and screenwrit¬ 
er Eric Heisserer aren’t interested in Inde¬ 
pendence Day-style pyrotechnics, although 
their film is punctuated with impressive 
special effects sequences. 

Like Close Encounters Of The Third Kind, 
Arrival philosophises and digests before it 
considers locking and loading a weapon. 

Twelve giant obloid spacecraft enter 
Earth’s atmosphere and descend over 
seemingly random locations including 
Devon, the Black Sea and a lush meadow 
in Montana. 


US Army Colonel Weber (Forest Whitak¬ 
er) leads the American response and he re¬ 
cruits emotionally scarred linguistics expert 
Dr Louise Banks (Amy Adams) to decipher 
a coded language used by the visitors. 

Banishing painful memories of her young 
daughter’s death, Louise aligns with military 
scientist Ian Donnelly (Jeremy Renner) 
to unravel the conundrum, while the CIA, 
led by Agent Halpern (Michael Stuhlbarg), 


considers the terrifying possibility we are in 
the calm before an intergalactic storm. 

“If this is some peaceful first contact, why 
send 12 ships? Why not send one?” asks a 
woman on a radio show, encapsulating the 
paranoia sweeping the globe. 

As nations grow nervous, especially 
General Shang (Tzi Ma), chairman of the 
People’s Liberation Army in China, Louise 
and Ian take potentially lethal leaps of faith 


to better understand the aliens’ intentions. 

Meanwhile, Captain Marks (Mark O’Brien) 
and other subordinates under Weber’s 
command debate a blunt show of force 
against the tentacled extra-terrestrials. 

Anchored by Adams’ mesmerizing per¬ 
formance, Arrival is an extremely stylish tale 
of grief and self-sacrifice that uncoils beauti¬ 
fully for two hours. The pacing is pedestrian 
but the tension is cranked up.

CLIFF Richard will stage a 
concert deep in the Shrop¬ 
shire countryside as part of 
his comeback after child sex 
allegations against him were 
dropped. 

The veteran singer revealed 
he will be playing an open-air 
concert at Walcot Hall in south 
Shropshire. 

It is one of just 10 dates across the 
UK and Ireland announced for next 
year. 

The 76-year-old, who has released 
his 101st album, revealed how he 
broke down and wept after being 
told police would not pursue charges 
against him. 

Four men had alleged sex assaults 
between 1958 and 1983 but in June 
prosecutors said no charges would be 


brought, a ruling confirmed in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Sir Cliff, said he suffered “distress, 
humiliation, anxiety and illness” as 
well as periods of depression during 
the 22-month investigation by South 
Yorkshire Police. 

He said next year’s tour would be of 
“the UK’s most beautiful castles and 
historic locations in June and July 
2017, together with a single date in 
Cork, Ireland.” 

He added: “They are like festival 
shows, open air concerts. We’re doing 
two in Denmark, one in Ireland and 
nine in Britain.” 

It is a major coup for Walcot Hall, 
best known as a wedding venue and 
holiday cottage location. It is in the 
village of Lydbury North, near Bish¬ 
op’s Castle, and has a population of 
about just 300 people. The Georgian 
country house, once owned by Clive of 


India and today the home of the Par¬ 
ish family, previously played host to a 
younger generation’s musical hearts 
throbs when One Direction filmed 
there, but it is unusual for a rock con¬ 
cert to be staged there, as Sir Cliff will 
be doing on June 21. 

His new album, Just... Fabulous 
Rock n Roll, includes new versions of 
rock n roll classics such as Roll Over 
Beethoven, Great Balls of Fire, Sweet 
Little Sixteen and his own debut sin¬ 
gle, Move It, as well as a duet with fel¬ 
low idol Elvis Presley on Blue Suede 
Shoes. 

News of the album comes days after 
a review concluded the CPS was cor¬ 
rect to not prosecute the singer over 
historical sexual abuse allegations. 

The veteran singer is currently 
taking legal action against the police 
and the BBC, who filmed a raid on his 
Berkshire mansion in 2014.
